It Is the well reasoned 
expectation of tha men best versed In 
tho new science of flying: In heavier 
than air machines. 


The very enumeration of the men 


who will compete at TBe^mont park 
sends a thrill of anticipation through 
the Informed reader. 
We have all 


hoard of Curtlss, Wright, Hamilton, 
Brookins, Baldwin, Bhrlver, Molesant 
of America, Le Blanc, Latham, De 
Lcescpa, Morane of Prance, Radley, 
Grahame-Whlte of England, Ollcsla- 
gers of Belgium and the other famous 
filers, and wo hear with delight that 
they have brought or will bring to the

It Is recognized as the governing body 
of aviators the world over and holds 
close relationship with tho leading 
aeronautical societies of the various 
countries. Its special prize at the com- 
ing meeting Is the trophy shown In 
the 
accompanying 
Illustration — the 


'coupe Internationale d'avlatlon," or 
International speed trophy, which was 
won by Curtiss last year at Rhelms. 
Possession of this trophy determines 
he place of the subsequent annual In- 
ernatlonal meeting. The fact that It 
was won by Curtlss,- an American, last 


year brought to the United States this 
year the international meeting. 
It 


need scarcely *e added that our fliers 
are determined to retain tho cup here 
for at least another year. 
Much Cash Offered In Prizes. 


Other prizes there will be In abun- 


dance at Belmont park. The commit- 
tee In charge of the American end of 
the affair is composed 'of men of 
wealth and high standing, with Allan 
A. Ryan at their head. 
They have 


spared neither time nor money In 
making the arrangements for the tour- 
nament 
The amount of the money 


prizes offered to the aviators was fig- 
ured recently at more than $65,000, with 
more cash in prospect as the time of 
the contests approached and men of 
wealth warmed up to the opportunities 
of awarding skill and daring in tho 
air. One man whose name was not 


divulged was so carried away with en- 
thusiasm over the tournament that he 
offered $5,000 to the man who would 
ascend 10,000 feet or more at Belmont 
park. Ten thousand feet, almost two 
miles up In the Intangible atmosphere 
—think of it! 
Why, less than two 


years ago wo were marveling over the 
great record of Wilbur Wright, who 
flew 852 feet at a height of but a few 
feet in the air, remaining In the air but 
fifty-nine seconds. 
Today wo hear 


unmoved of flights 8,000 feet high, of 
flights lasting more than five hours, of 
men flying 100 miles or more without 
alighting and of speeds of sixty to 
seventy miles an hour. Verily, "breth- 
ren, the world do move," as the old 
colored preacher used to say. 


-t Is asserted that the contests at 


Belmont park will be primarily tests, 
not of men, but of machines. That Is 


not to say, of course, that the ma- 
chines will operate themselves or that 
the skill and daring of their operators 
will not be determining factors in 
many cases. But among the learned In 
such matters Interest at Belmont park 
will not be centered on the fact that 
a Wright or a Curtlss or a Le BJanc or 
a Cattanoo or a Grahame-Whlte or an 
Olleslagers Is In the air at any given 
time, but that he Is flying in a Wright 
biplane or an Antoinette monoplane or 
a Blerlot monoplane or a Farman fly- 
ing machine. After all, the men are 
but passing figures. 
All Sorts of Aeroplanei. 


Monoplane, biplane and trlplane, ma- 


chines embodying every successful and 
tentative Idea of the aviators—all will 
be seen In operation at Belmont park. 
Probably the machine best represented 
numerically will be the Blerlot mono- 


plane, manufactured by the French- 
man who won International- fame by 
making tho first air. passage across the 
English channel. ' He finished second 
to Curtiss at Hhelms last year. At 
least seven Blerlot machines will bo 
used at Bolmont park. 
M. Blerlot

More Citios Adopt Commission. 


In recent elections for commission 


government the new rule was defeated 
In Eldorado, Kan.; Fort Pierre, S. D., 
and Grand Porks, N. D. Abilene, Kan., 
adopted it by a vote of four to one. A 
remarkable feature of the commission 
government movement Is noted In the 
very small percentages of tho cities 
that have rejected it, even In the first 
attempt to abolish the old ward sys- 
tem, and In the number of cities that 
have reversed their first vote and 
adopted tho commission plan In tho 
second attempt. 


In Kansas sixteen cities have voted 


on the proposition to adopt the modern 
form of government. Twelve of these 
cities voted affirmatively. 
In Kansas 


City, Kan., and Cofteyvllle two at- 
tempts worn necessary, but tho second 
election, within a year after its defeat, 
made the victory for the new rule an 
easy one In both cities. Fort Sco" 
Eldorado, Wlnfleld and Hiawatha also 
have de 
election. 


In Iowa only one of the flvo cities 


that have voted on commission gov- 
ernment defeated tho measure, and that 
was Sioux City, which adopted It by a 
big majority In Ha second trial a few 
weeks ago. 


Three towns out of four In North 


Dakota to vote on the new rule adopt- 
ed It tho first election. 
Grand Porks 


defeated it by a email majority In tho 
election of March .1. In South Dakota, 
out of six" towns to vote on tho propo- 
sition, four hnvo adopted tha commis- 
sion plan.

prophet .he is not regarded as a howling success.

The editor of the Republican, liko many other editors, sees in Ex- 


President Roosevelt ;i great menace to this nation, while on the other hand 
.the\Springfield Union, a first class newspaper, that gives more attention to 
news than to editorials, is not disposed to share the Republican's alarm 
at the outlook of Roosevelt realizing his ambition and assuming a dicta- 
torship in this CQuntry. 
It. is not.usual to find two newspapers pub- 


lished in the saine' place, agreeing upon anything. 
Accordingly we find 


the two Springfield papers in cordial disagreement over Col. Roosevelt. 
It will be interesting to contrast what they say relative, to Roosevelt, his 
policies and his Ambitions: 


Speaking of Roosevelt the Republican snys: 


"The republicans who think as Charles II. Young does are not 


confined to New York state, and they are to be numbered in 
thousands and not hundreds. They see in the late conduct of Mr. 
Roosevelt and a. certain .frenzy of response which comes from the 


. 
crowd behind him a danger which has seldom threatened us, but 
one which where it docs arise in a republic must transcend nil other 
public matters in importance. As against the menace of Caosarism 
all,other troubles measure up very small and only of brief 
delay 


for a day of reckoning. And if Mr. Roosevelt carries New York 
state next month nothing can apparently stop his onward course to 
a substantial dictatorship in the nation if he chooses to 
follow It, 


.and who expects froin one so obviously intoxicated with the sense 


of power anfbng men and the desire for more of it that 
he will 


choose otherwise?"

On RnoKcvelt, considered in a somewhat different aspect, The Spring- 


field Union'says: 


"An agitator was needed, and Roosevelt proved to br. the man 


for the work. Washington was for his time, Lincoln for his time, 
and when the times needed a man to deal with a new and 
vital 


situation the country had Roosevelt. Reforms are not accomplished 
by demanding too little. They come about only when more is 
asked than car immediately be had. 
1C Roosevelt has 
seemed 
at 


times extreme it has been necessary in order to get any concession. 
Taft is not temperamentally, fitted for agitation, any. more 
than 


Koosevelt is temperamentally fitted for calm, judicial action. It has 
been the province of one to plow deep the furrows; of the other 
to do the harrowing. And that Mr. Taft has harrowed well Is evi- 
denced by the record of his administration." 
Here then we have one very prominent, we might say, distinguished 


paper assailing Roosevelt as a menace to this conrTtry, and another very 
respectable paper expressing an opinion, almost 
diametrically 
opposite. 


Moreover, the Republican is not a straight republican paper, as its.name 
might indicate, but an independent, while the Union is loyally republican. 
We present these opposite views for the reason that they each represent 
the view of a very large proportion of the people of this country in regard 
to Col. Roosevelt. 


About one-half the people believe that if he became president once 


more, be would be a veritable dictator, while the -other half believe ho is 
a necessary reformer, the man of the hour, whose policies would rectify 
the disorders and governmental abuses'which affect 'this country at tho 
present lime. 


Thus a vast number consider Roosevelt a dangerously ambitious man; 


an equal number consider ..him a good and great man, while none denies 
his eminent ability as a man of letters and. a political campaigner.

Possession of this trophy determines 
the place of the subsequent annual in- 
ernntlonal meeting. The fact that it 
was won by Curtlss, an American, last 


year brought to the United States this 
year the international meeting.

need scarcely be added that our fliers 
are determined to .retain the cup here 
for at least another year. 
Much Cash Offered In Prizes. 


Other prizes there will be In abun- 


dance at Belmont park. The commit- 
tee in charge of the American end of 
the 
affair is composed of men of 


wealth and high standing, with Allan 
A. Hyan at their head. 
They have 


spared neither time nor money In 
making the arrangements for the tour- 
nament. 
The amount of the money 


prizes offered to the aviators was fig- 
ured recently at more than $55,000, with 
more cash In prospect as the time of 
the contests approached and men of 
wealth warmed up to the opportunities 
of awarding- skill and daring In the 
air. 
One ['man whose name was not 


divulged was so carried away with en- 
thusiasm over the tournament that he 
offered $5,000 to the man who would 
ascend 10,000 feet or more at Belmont 
park. Ten thousand feet, almost two 
miles up in the intangible atmosphere 
—think of it! 
Why, less than two 


years ago we were marveling over the 
great record of Wilbur Wright, who 
new 852 feet at a height of but a few 
feet in the air, remaining in the air but 
fifty-nine seconds. 
Today we hear 


unmoved of flights 8,000 feet high, of 
flights lasting more than five hours, of 
men flying 100 miles or more without 
alighting and of speeds of sixty to 
seventy miles an hour. Verily, "breth- 
ren, the world do move," as the old 
co'ored preacher used to say. 


-t is asserted that tho contests at 


Belmont park Will he primarily tests 
not of men, but of machines. That Is 


not to say, of course, that the ma- 
chines will operate themselves or that 
tho skill and daring of their operators 
will not be determining factors in 
many cases. But among the learned in 
such matters Interest at Belmont park 
will not be centered on the fact that 
a Wright or a Curtlss or a Le Blanc or 
a Cattaneo or a Qrahame-White or an 
Olleslagers Is In the air at any given 
time, but that he Is flying in a Wright 
biplane or an Antoinette monoplane or 
a Bleriot monoplane or a Farman fly- 
ing machine. 
After all, the men are 


but passing figures. 
All Sorts of Aeroplanes. 


Monoplane, biplane and trlplane, ma- 


chines embodying every successful and 
tentative Idea of the aviators—all will 
bo seen in operation at Belmont park. 
Probably the machine best represented 
numerically will be the Bleriot mono- 


plane, manufactured by the French- 
man who won international fame by 
making the first air passage across the 
English channel. He finished second 
to Curtlss at Rhelms last year. 
At 


least seven Bleriot machines will be 
used at Belmont park. 
M. Bleriot 


himself, like the Wright brothers, flies 
but seldom nowadays, devoting his en- 
tire time to the building arid Improve- 
ment .of his machines; 
Among the 


"crews" of the Bleriots at the tourna- 
ment will be some of the greatest of 
the air men, such as Le Blanc, Mo- 
rane and Molssant 
The advance In 


aeronautical science is well illustrated 
by tho fact that some of tho. Bleriot 
machines will havo motors of 100 
horsepower each. 


Every effort has been- made to pro- 


vide an attractive program for tho 
100,000 or moro spectators expected to 


flock dally to Belmont park. An Ides 
of the anticipated magnitude of :tha 
crowd may be gained from the state- 
ment of tiie fact that parking spaoa 
has been provided for 6,000 automo- 
biles. The roads of Long Island are 
well adapted for automobile travel, and 
during the aviation meet. every road 
will lead to Belmont park. A few' of 
tKi most daring of the aviators are ex- 
peoted to flnd their way to the course 
by the air route, but the idea haa not 
been encouraged by the committee, 
which is taking every precaution to 
avert such accidents as that at As- 
bury park, where a too venturesome 
aviator literally "dropped in."

While the program otf the tourna- 


ment calls for flights beginning at 1:80 
p. m. every day of the meet, it Is ex- 
pected that there will be "something 
doing" every daylight minute and even 
after nightfall.

Moro Cities Adopt Commission. 


In recent elections for commission 


government the new rule was defeated 
In Eldorado, Kan.; Fort Pierre, S. D, 
and Grand Forks, N. D, Abilene, Kan., 
adopted It by a vote of four to one. A 
remarkable feature of the commission 
government movement Is noted in the 
very small percentages of the cities 
that have rejected it, even In the first 
attempt to abolish tho old ward sys- 
:om, and In the number of cities that 
have reversed their first vote and 
adopted tho commission plan in the 
second attempt. 


In Kansas sixteen cities have voted 


on tho proposition to adopt the modern 
form of government. Twelve of these 
cities voted affirmatively. 
In Kansas 


City, Kan., and Coffeyvlllo two 'at- 
cmpts were necessary, but the second 
election, within a year nfter its defeat, 
made tho victory for tha new rule an 
easy one In both cities. Fort Sco" 
Eldorado, Winfleld and Hiawatha also 
have defeated the plan in the first 
election. 


In Iowa only one of tho five cities 
hat have voted on commission ROV- 
rnmcnt defeated tho measure, and that 
rns Sioux City, which adopted It by a 
iltr majority in Its second trial a few 
veoks ago. 


Three towns out of four In North 


Dakota to vote on the new rule ndopt- 


rl It tho first election. Grand Forks 
ofcatcd it by a small majority In tha 
lection of March I. In South Dakota, 
lit of six towns to vote on the propo- 
ition, four have adopted the commls- 
lon plan.
